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Cowbridge greengrocer 
is fighting back after his 
record-breaking surgery 


ONE of the best- 
known faces on 
Cowbridge High 
Street is recovering 
after undergoing 
major surgery - a 
series of three long 
operations totalling 
38 hours. 

Amazingly, Paul 
Preece, who runs the 
Strawberry Fields fruit 
and veg shop at Penny 
Lane with his son Joel, 
had no idea of his med¬ 
ical situation - and it was 
only discovered after he 
pulled a muscle playing 
squash! 

Paul’s wife, Sheryl, 
who runs the sweet shop 
‘Sweet Occasions’ - also

in Penny Lane - told The 
GEM how the family 
were given the shock 
news last July. 

She said: “Paul went to 
see his chiropractor after 
pulling a muscle in his 
back, who was concerned 
about a small lump on his 
lower back. 

“I had noticed it, but it 
seemed very minor, and 
Paul was getting 
absolutely no pain at all.” 

However, he took the 
chiropractor’s advice, and 
his doctor immediately 
sent him to a speciahst. 
Things happened very 
rapidly then. 

Sheryl said: “Paul was 
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examined at the 
University Hospital of 
Wales, and they discov¬ 
ered a huge tumour that 
was wrapped around his 
spine. 

“They said it was so 
unusual that Paul would 
need to be treated at the 
John Radchffe Hospital 
in Oxford, the leading 
specialist hospital in this 
field.” 

The doctors at John 
Radcliffe spent some time 
assessing Paul's condi¬ 
tion. It was rare. In fact, 
they had performed only 
45 similar operations all 
year. Planning the opera¬ 
tion was a huge task, and 
they decided that a rib 
would need to be 
removed, together with a 
bone in his leg, to rebuild 
his pelvis. 

When they set to work, 
it was a record-breaking 
operation. Sheryl 
explained: “Paul had 
three operations on three 
successive days - 
Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

“The Monday opera¬ 
tion was 10 hours long, 
and so was the Tuesday 
one. Then, on the

Wednesday, Paul was in 
theatre for 18 hours! 

“When it was finally 
over, the doctors said that 
it was the biggest opera¬ 
tion of its type that they 
had ever performed. He 
was quite a celebrity!” 

Even now, it seems 
amazing that Paul could 
have been unaware of the 
tumour. It was, say the 
doctors, as big as a 
melon. 

She continued: “Paul 
has always kept fit. He 
played professional foot¬ 
ball for Bristol Rovers 
and then Newport 


County, and also played 
on for Welsh league 
clubs. He was on the go 
all day in the business, 
leaving the house at 
4.30am to collect crates 
from the wholesalers, 
doing a full day’s work, 
and playing squash two 
or three times a week.” 

The doctors told 
Sheryl that being such a 
fit 56-year-old had made 
a huge difference. They 
could not have attempted 
such a gruelling operation 
on a patient who was less 
fit and healthy. 

Sadly, Paul has had to 


pay a price for the life¬ 
saving surgery. Sheryl 
said: “The doctors told 
Paul that some nerve 
damage was unavoidable, 
and he was resigned, 
even before going into 
theatre, to the knowledge 
that his right foot would 
be ‘floppy’, and he will 
walk with a limp. 

“Also, as they had to 
remove muscle as well as 
the tumour, he needs a 
great deal of physiothera¬ 
py to help him recover.” 

Ironically, after the 
brilliant skills shown by 
the surgeons, this period 


of recuperation is proving 
the most frustrating. Paul 
was told that he needs to 
be in a speciahst rehab 
centre such as Rookwood 
in Cardiff, but there are 
no spare beds. 

This means that Paul 
has been ‘stuck’ in the 
University Hospital of 
Wales - not getting the 
physio that he needs. 

Sheryl said: “The 
University Hospital does 
have a hydrotherapy pool, 
but it is only for the use 
of outpatients! 

“The physio staff there 
are really good, and they 
do their best, but Paul 
should be in Rookwood.” 

In the meantime, 

Sheryl says that Paul’s 
competitive spirit is 
showing, and he is deter¬ 
mined to recover at a 
quicker rate than his doc¬ 
tors say he can. 

Sheryl said: “He is 
doing exercises and lift¬ 
ing weights in bed, and 
asks for as much physio 
as possible. He had made 
enough progress to be let 
out for a day and spent 
Christmas Day at home.” 

In all, Paul spent 11 
weeks in the John 
Radcliffe, and Sheryl was 
there for almost all of that 
period, staying in local 


hotels. Now he is in 
Cardiff, she spends a 
great deal of time at his 
bedside, so the other fam¬ 
ily members have had to 
step up and keep the busi¬ 
nesses running. 

Joel and his sister 
Stacey are running 
Strawberry Eields, while 
Stacey, along with mem¬ 
bers of staff, is running 
Sweet Occasions when 
her mother is in Cardiff. 

One thing that has kept 
them all going has been 
the good wishes and sup¬ 
port of customers. Sheryl 
said: “We have been 
inundated with get well 
cards, and people are 
always calling in to wish 
Paul well. Some cus¬ 
tomers have even called 
in to see him in hospital." 

Sheryl and Paul met 
when she was 16, and 
seven years later they 
were married. This year, 
their 34th year as a mar¬ 
ried couple, has been 
very different, and the 
whole family has had to 
pull together. 

However, Sheryl says 
that Paul is determined to 
make as full a recovery as 
possible - and there will 
be no shortage of cus¬ 
tomers waiting to wel¬ 
come him back!

M uch has been written lately 

about the way in which the Vale 
Council’s decision-making in 
relation to key issues has left local resi¬ 
dents questioning the wisdom and ration¬ 
ale applied by those responsible. 

We are being constantly reminded of financial 
cutbacks and shortfalls in Government funding and 
allocation, yet there is little evidence to suggest that 
the council has any sort of adaptive action plan or 
strategy to deal with the problems and challenges 
faced within the Vale. 

Services are being eroded and dismantled, yet 
the timing of a costly council chamber refit has 
obviously only served to reinforce the view that 
councillors are detached from reality. 

Whilst Coun Neil Moore outlined a need to 
address the requirements contained within the 
Disability Discrimination Act 1995, because of a 10 
year non-compliance, I cannot help but wonder 
about the other priority areas where the quality of 
people’s actual day-to-day lives might have benefit¬ 
ed from a substantial cash injection. 

Coun Moore further mentioned that the update 
had brought with it an Excellence in Access award. 
Clearly an adaptation in the home for a physically 
disabled person, or maybe appointing a further 
occupational therapist to clear the backlog of out¬ 
standing assessments doesn’t have the same kudos 
for the council. 

Sadly, I feel that councillors seem more preoccu¬ 
pied with blame shifting, self promotion and hand 
wringing - and I am yet to see anything which 
gives me any sort of confidence that somebody

Perhaps councils in their present form are outdat¬ 
ed and maybe money could be well spent on engag¬ 
ing the services of external business consultants to 
examine the inner workings of the council with a 
view to sharpening processes, measuring effective¬ 
ness and ensuring that we are getting value for 
money. 

This may at least reassure us all that the apparent 
self-perpetuating system is fit for purpose and the 
right people are in place, guiding the important 
decisions which have a huge impact on us all.

More talks are 
needed before 
cattle market’s 
future is decided 


I READ with 
interest the 
front page arti¬ 
cle in the 
December 19 edi¬ 
tion of The 
Cowbridge GEM. 

The article referred to 
a report that was consid¬ 
ered by the Vale 
Council’s cabinet at its 
meeting of December 
16 on the subject of the 
future of the livestock 
market and proposals 
put forward by the Vale 
Market Action Group 
(VMAG) for the live¬ 
stock market to remain 
on the site. 

I thought it important 
to write to clarify the 
council’s position as I 
feel The GEM’s article 
may be a little mislead¬ 
ing. 

As reported to the 
Vale Council’s cabinet 
meeting on December 
16, the livestock market 
operators and the Vale 
Market Action Group 
(VMAG) (comprising 
representatives from 
various local communi¬ 
ty organisations and 
some local businesses, 
etc) approached the Vale 
Council in the middle of 
2012 expressing a desire 
to retain the market. 

The VMAG request¬ 
ed time to appoint a 
consultant to complete a 
feasibility study to 
investigate if a develop¬ 
ment concept could be 
devised that would 
retain the livestock mar¬ 
ket, while helping to 
regenerate this impor¬ 
tant strategic site. 

I agreed to this 
request for time as I

respected the passion of 
the local community 
organisations and indi¬ 
viduals who have come 
together to form the 
VMAG, with their 
shared vision for the 
site. 

This led to the 
VMAG recently submit¬ 
ting to the Vale Council 
a consultant feasibility 
study outlining the idea 
for the site to be devel¬ 
oped with a mix of resi¬ 
dential, parking and 
other uses, along with a 
physically enhanced 
livestock market. 

Having carefully con¬ 
sidered the VMAG’s 
outline scheme concept 
idea, the cabinet of the 
Vale Council welcomed 
the interesting ideas put 
forward by the VMAG 
for a mixed use devel¬ 
opment, and, at its 
meeting of December 
16, the cabinet were 
supportive “in princi¬ 
ple” of the indicative 
mixed development 
concept put forward by 
the VMAD but as stated 
in the report this is: 

“.. .subject to planning 
and viability...”. 

The article in The 
GEM of December 19, 
by contrast, conveys a 
message that the council 
has approved the 
VMAG’s proposals 
when it states at the 
start of the article: 

“.. .the Vale Council 
voted to back plans to 
develop the site, with 
the market as the central 
feature...”. 

As I have stated, the 
Vale Council’s cabinet 
‘support the principle of 
the VMAG’s concept’, 
but converting this in 


number of people who 
have also used their 
services.

principle support to our 
full support depends 
very much on the 
VMAG’s concept being 
proven to being techni¬ 
cally viable and afford¬ 
able. 

As with any town 
centre development, and 
in particular a mixed 
use development within 
a conservation area, and 
one which proposes a 
use involving farm ani¬ 
mals, there remain 
issues that the VMAG 
will need to address in 
discussions with the 
council in respect of the 
viability and therefore 
the deliverability of the 
VMAG’s concept. 

As explained in the 
report to cabinet, offi¬ 
cers from the Vale 
Council will be liaising 
with the VMAG during 
2014 as part of a 
process of due diligence 
to determine whether or 
not the indicative mixed 
use scheme is indeed 
achievable. 

The VMAG have cer¬ 
tainly put forward a 
very interesting propos¬ 
al for the site and in the 
coming months my col¬ 
leagues and I look for¬ 
ward with interest to the 
conclusion of this due 
diligence exercise this 
year.

“Years ago, someone 
in Llantwit stopped me 
and was kind enough to 
say ‘you should get a 
gong for your work in 
football’. 

“I laughed and said 
‘people get gongs for 
bravery, not community 
work’.” 

Gwyn was obsessed 
with football from a 
young age and has been 
involved in the game for 
more than 60 years as a 
player, coach, manager, 
club secretary and 
administrator. 

“As a youngster, foot¬ 
ball came before every¬ 
thing. I ate, drank and 
slept football!” 

Llantwit Major has 
always been known as a 
rugby stronghold, but 
Gwyn always thought 
there was enough room 
for both the round ball 
and oval ball in the 
town. 

“One comment drove 
me on. Once, when I 
was young, we were 
playing football and a 
certain person said: 

‘What the hell are you 
doing, playing football? 
It won’t last five minutes 
here’.” 

Gwyn was determined 
that it should last longer 
than five minutes, and a 
vocation to the game 
was bom. 

Harry Wilkinson had 
been a stalwart of 
Llantwit Major football 
in the pre-war years, but 
following the war, there 
had been a lull in partici¬ 
pation. 

In 1962, Gwyn helped 
to set up Llantwit Major 
Athletic Lootball Club 
and was the assistant 
secretary. 

To get the club off the 
ground and keep it 
going, he and other club 
officials held fundraising 
events and sold tickets 
door to door. 

In 1967, he became 
the club secretary and it 
was a real boost for the 
town when it entered the 
South Wales Amateur 
League in the 1971-72 
season. 

“At the time, there 
were a number of people

with enthusiasm who 
wanted to help take the 
club forward. My moth¬ 
er, Thora, was a real 
inspiration, too.” 

Gwyn’s wife Gloria 
has supported his obses¬ 
sion over the years, ful¬ 
filling roles in football 
administration. 

In the early 1970s, 
Gwyn used to take age 
group training at West 
Camp each evening from 
Monday to Lriday, and 
then be up at 7 am on 
Saturday mornings to 
help prepare pitches. 

“The RAL was really 
good to us. We devel¬ 
oped a real rapport with 
them and used three 
pitches at different 
times. The PE section 
were superb to us.” 

In the 1975-76 sea¬ 
son, the club was able to 
start playing at the 
Recreation Ground and 
success soon followed 
under manager Alan 
Loster. 

Gwyn’s proudest 
achievements have been 
in providing opportuni¬ 
ties for the young people 
of the town to play a 
great sport and develop 
as personalities - and 
also help create leagues 
like the South Wales LA 
Youth League for them 
to play in. 

“It is about making 
them grow up to be good 
people. I’ve always said 
to them 7 hope you ’re 
doing well at school and 
you ’re doing your home¬ 
work’. 

“I believe intelligent 
boys make good foot¬ 
ballers. 

“It has been great 
over the years to see 
them coming back to 
watch their sons and 
grandsons play!” 

Some Llantwit foot¬ 
ballers, such as Wesley 
Bums, Pat Mountain and 
Martin Hancock, have 
even tasted success at 
full Lootball League 
level. 

When there has been 
a talented local young¬ 
ster, it has often been 
Gwyn who has contacted 
a higher level club, 
inviting them to send a 
scout, in the hope of 
helping them progress in 
the game. 

Gwyn has one more 
surprise in store - he 
will soon be notified of 
when and where the 
BEM presentation will 
be made.

NO BATS IN THE BELFRY, AS ... 

St Cattwg’s church 
celebrates - with 
a brand new roof! 


ST CATTWG’S 
church in 
Llanmaes is a 
grade 2 listed 
structure, built 
around 1234, 
although it stands 
on the site of an 
earlier Celtic foun¬ 
dation. 

Over the last 900 
years or so, generations 
of worshippers have 
contributed to the main¬ 
tenance of this ancient 
church. 

The current commu¬ 
nity in Llanmaes has a 
duty to continue to 
maintain this historical 
building for future gen¬ 
erations, and over the 
last 20 years or so, the 
tower has been exten¬ 
sively repaired and 
strengthened, the mul- 
lions of the east window 
have been replaced, the 
electrical wiring and 
lighting has been 
replaced and the interior 
has been redecorated. 

All of this work has 
cost a lot of money, 
which had to be raised 
through many communi¬ 
ty events and from 
grants from various 
funding bodies. 

It was recognised at a 
quinquennial inspection 
in 2008 that the next big 
job would be to carry 
out work on the roofs. 
Consequently, an appli¬ 
cation for funding was 
made to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) to 
re-roof the chancel and 
vestry. 

We received notifica¬ 
tion in September 2012 
that this application had 
been successful with a 
total grant being made 
of some £31,000. 

This was some way 
short of the money 
required to complete the 
job, but in addition to 
the money raised within 
the community through 
fundraising events over 
several years, we were 
successful in our appli¬ 
cations for financial 
support from the 
churches and pastoral 
committee of the 
Llandaff Diocese, the 
Welsh Church Act Fund 
and the All Churches 
Trust. 

Preparation for the 
work included a require¬ 
ment to have the build¬ 
ing surveyed for the 
presence of bats, all of 
which species are pro¬ 
tected by UK statute. 

This proved to be a 


very frustrating and 
expensive business. A 
total of three surveys 
were carried out, with 
the first taking place 
during the winter 
months of 2012-2013. 

At this survey, evi¬ 
dence was found of a 
brown long-eared bat 
having roosted in the 
tower, but not very 
recently. In May 2012, 
a dusk emergence sur¬ 
vey was completed 
which revealed, much to 
our relief, that although 
there was lots of bat 
activity around the 
church, no bats were 
observed to be emerging 
from the vicinity of the 
vestry and chancel 
roofs. 

The final bat-related 
activity was when the 
roofs were being 
stripped of slates, and a 
licensed bat surveyor 
had to be present to 
inspect particular areas 
of the roof for evidence 
of bat activity. Again, 
to our great relief, none 
was found. 

The roofing contrac¬ 
tors commenced the re¬ 
roofing work at the end 
of October and in spite 
of the changeable 
weather, managed to 
finish by the beginning 
of December. 

When the slates were 
removed, a certain 
amount of woodworm 
and wet rot-damaged 
wood was revealed, but 
much less than had been 
expected, especially on 
the 19th century vestry, 
which may have been 
the original roof. 

The new slates, how¬ 
ever, are not Welsh but 
Canadian. Welsh slates 
are just too expensive 
and our Canadian slate 
is, apparently, geologi¬ 
cally identical to Welsh 
slate. Is that what they 
call continental drift? 

Now that we have a 
beautiful new roof, we 
can move on to the next 
job, which will be 
rebuilding the listed 
preaching cross base. 
There’s always some¬ 
thing (expensive) to do! 

The Rector of 
Llantwit Major 
Rectorial Benefice, Huw 
Butler, said that he was 
very happy that the 
work on the roof had 
now been completed, 
thus keeping this ancient 
church watertight for the 
foreseeable future.

Organ donation 
campaign 


A CAMPAIGN is 
being launched in 
support of soft opt- 
out organ donation 
in Wales. 

New legislation comes 
into force on December 
1, 2015, hoping to 

achieve an increase in the 
number of organ donors 
with a new opt-out sys¬ 
tem for consent. An indi¬ 
vidual will be deemed to 
be a donor by either reg¬ 
istering a decision to opt 
in, or by doing nothing at 
all. 

By doing nothing, it 
will be as if you have no 
objection to being a 
donor, and an individual 
will be treated in the 
same way as if they had 
chosen to be a donor. If 
an individual doesn’t 
want to be a donor, they 
can register a decision to 
opt-out. 

Mark Drakeford AM, 
Welsh Government 
Health Minister, said: “In 
Wales, over 250 lives are 
‘on a clock’ waiting for 
an organ donor, living in 


the hope that time does 
not run out for them and 
a donor is found. 

“We are changing the 
law on organ donation in 
Wales to help people on 
the donor waiting list by 
increasing the number of 
organs available for 
transplant. 

“The ‘It’s About Time’ 
campaign aims to give 
clear information about 
the change in the law and 
what it means for all of 
us. It will feature every¬ 
day people who are wait¬ 
ing for transplants - 
except that there is some¬ 
thing noticeably different 
about them - they have a 
digital clock, as part of 
their body, which is 
counting down their life. 

“I hope when people 
see the campaign online 
or, over coming months, 
on radio, newspapers and 
television, they will take 
a look at our website, 
think about their organ 
donation decision and 
discuss it with family and 
friends.” 


THF current Welsh 
Government review of 
how Wales is governed 
has prompted one local 
community council to 
call for a big reduction in 
the size of government. 

Colwinston 
Community Council has 
fired off a strongly-word¬ 
ed response, which says 
that there are too many 
AMs, MPs and borough 
councillors. 

In the council’s 
response, the respective 
systems in Wales and 
Scotland are compared, 
and The GFM thinks that 
readers will be interested 
in the arguments put for¬ 
ward in the letter - 
extracts from which are 
published below. 

refer to the 
lectoral 
e V i e w s 
Programme 2014 that 
was circulated some 
weeks ago. 

This council wishes to 
take issue with some of 
the assumptions made 
when deciding the fac¬ 
tors to be used in the con¬ 
sideration of a pro¬ 
gramme of reviews in 
Wales. We wish to point 
out some anomalies that 
should be addressed. 

Firstly, Wales suffers 
from a significant level 
of over-representation. 
There are 40 members of 
Parliament, 60 Assembly 
members and 22 local 
authorities for a popula¬ 
tion of approximately 
3,100,000 people (2011). 

This comes at a cost to 
the public purse. While 
the Assembly does not 
have powers to change 
the Parliamentary or 
Assembly representation, 
it does have the power to 
tackle the gross over-rep¬ 
resentation of local coun¬ 
cils and councillors. 

Wales has more local 
councillors in the 22 
authorities than Scotland, 
whose population is 
approximately 5,292400 
(2011 census). 

Scotland has 1,223 
councillors, with an aver¬ 
age of one councillor for 
4,327 people. In Wales 
there are 1,254 council¬ 
lors over the 22 local 
authorities, providing 
one councillor for 2,472 
people. 

Secondly, the present 
set-up is expensive. Each 
councillor in Wales is 
paid a minimum of 
£13,175 and if account is 
then taken of the addi¬

tional allowances that are 
paid for committee chairs 
etc, this could rise to at 
least £17,000 pa. 

Reducing the number 
of councils and council¬ 
lors would save the pub¬ 
lic purse a minimum of 
£7,088,150 and possibly 
at least £9,146,000 each 
year. 

Community and town 
councillors are not paid 
(but can claim expenses). 

The consequence of 
having 22 authorities is 
an enormous cost for 
providing public servic¬ 
es. Eigures published in 
May 2013 showed 56 
council employees in 
Wales taking home 
salaries of more than 
£100,000 in 2011/12. 

Also, more than 50 
chief officers from coun¬ 
cils across Wales took 
home salaries of at least 
£100,000 in 2011/12. 

The salaries covered a 
range of titles, from chief 
executives to directors 
responsible for depart¬ 
ments like education, 
social services, regenera¬ 
tion and the environment. 

The Local 

Government 
(Democracy) (Wales) Act 
2013 has received Royal 
Assent and the Eirst 
Minister, Carwyn Jones, 
has said: “Through our 
ambitious five-year leg¬ 


islative programme, we 
are introducing ‘made in 
Wales’ solutions to the 
issues affecting us as a 
nation. 

This Act represents a 
further step in our drive 
to ensure local democra¬ 
cy in Wales operates as 
efficiently and effective¬ 
ly as possible.” 
However, nothing is said 
or presumably planned 
which will address the 
obvious problem. There 
are simply too many 
local authorities in Wales 
which are costing a for¬ 
tune to run. 

There is a significant 
knock-on effect to the 
public purse as a result of 
the large local govern¬ 
ment bureaucracy: in 
Wales the average band 
D council tax for 2013 - 
14 is £1,226. 

The Daily Telegraph 
reported on December 4, 
2013, that Hammersmith 
and Eulham Council, 
through improvements to 
how their services are 
delivered, are setting 
next year’s band D tax at 
£735. 

It would appear that 
the perceived wisdom is 
that the Assembly will 
continue in its present 
form with ever-increas¬ 
ing costs that are excused 
as it accumulates even 
more powers. 


This will mean even 
fewer funds for service 
delivery as central gov¬ 
ernment is understand¬ 
ably reluctant to write 
Wales a blank cheque. 
This goes unchallenged 
at present. 

Therefore, we propose 
that as well as local 
authorities, the Assembly 
should reduce costs sig¬ 
nificantly, at least in line 
with the reductions in 
Whitehall numbers. 

Einally, we would like 
to suggest that what is 
actually required is a root 
and branch review to 
make radical cuts to the 
present bureaucracy of 
local government. 

If a reduction of the 
number of councillors is 
equivalent to a 40 per 
cent saving, it should be 
possible to substantially 
reduce local government 
costs in a similar way. 

This will free up rev¬ 
enue which any future 
Welsh Government can 
use to reinvest as addi¬ 
tional capital to improve 
the overall delivery of 
services in Wales. 

We ask you therefore 
to reconsider your review 
programme and focus on 
achieving significant 
savings for the benefit of 
the people of Wales.

STRONG SIGNS OF AN 
ECONOMIC RECOVERY’ 


ERHAPS Coun Curtis is 
familiar with George 
Orwell’s dystopian novel 
1984, for he is clearly familiar 
with the art of ‘doublespeak’ 
(GEM letters, last week). 

If the blame for cuts to local servic¬ 
es lies with the UK Government, as 
he claims, then it is his Labour col¬ 
leagues who between 1997 and 2010 
led us deep into the economic pit from 
which we are finally freeing our¬ 
selves. 

In challenging financial circum¬ 
stances tough decisions must be taken 
and under the Conservative-led coali¬ 
tion’s approach, is starting to reap div¬ 
idends, with strong signs that an eco¬ 
nomic recovery is under way - unem¬ 
ployment is down, we have record- 
low interest rates, and millions of 
low-paid workers have been lifted out 
of paying income tax altogether. 

He lists a number of services that 
his council has decimated since com¬ 
ing to power in 2012 and seeks to lay 
the blame at Westminster’s door. 

But the Vale Council’s budget is set 
by the Welsh Government and it is 


local Labour AM Jane Hutt who signs 
the cheques as Einance Minister. 

Instead of supporting these local 
services, priorities have included: 
spending £52 million on an airport, 
£17.5 million refurbishing their vari¬ 
ous offices, and over £100,000 on pot¬ 
ted plants. 

It is no good Coun Curtis hiding 
behind a transparently pathetic blame 
game. Instead, he should spend his 
time trying to understand how Barry 
recently lost its regeneration status 
under his council’s stewardship; why 
his council failed to prepare for 
changes to transport funding that have 
left many residents completely isolat¬ 
ed and without bus routes.

‘Freeze the Council Tax bill’ 


T here have been significant increases 
in council taxes over recent years that 
are unacceptable. As I write this col¬ 
umn, I am waiting to hear the latest planned 
increase for us here in the Vale. 

With the expectation of had news, I am calling on 
them to support my ‘Freeze the Bill campaign - the 
Council Tax Bill’. 

Last year, the Vale of Glamorgan had the largest 
hand D percentage increase of five per cent, when 
Cardiff Council saw a freeze in their hills. The 
increase hy the Vale Council and Welsh 
Government has put our rises at the top of the 
league in Wales, with a Welsh average of 2.9 per 
cent. 

The average hand D council tax for Wales for 


2013-14 is £1,226 and the figures vary from £974 in 
Pembrokeshire to £1,526 in Blaenau Gwent. 

The UK Government has broadly frozen council 
tax rises in England over the last three years, set¬ 
ting aside extra money to help keep bills down. The 
same money was handed over to the Welsh 
Government, but they decided to prioritise other 
issues instead. 

My political opponents call regularly for more 
support to help with the cost of living. Freezing 
council tax rates could do this - and the power is in 
their hands. The background to the increases relate 
to the way in which the Vale is taken for granted by 
the Welsh Government and by some of our local 
councillors. It seems that the Vale is seen as a soft 
touch. 

Last year, the Vale received £202 less per person 


from the Welsh Government than Cardiff Council. 

If we received the same per person funding from 
the Welsh Government as Cardiff, we would have 
an additional £25m to spend every year - or to use 
to reduce our Council Tax bill. Bridgend receives 
£226 extra per person from the Assembly, and 
Rhondda Cynon Taff receives £409 extra per head. 

Last year, I called on all residents to get behind 
the campaign for Fair Funding for the Vale. The 
petition is still available on my web site www.alun- 
cairns.co.uk. I am hoping it will strengthen the Vale 
Council’s hand in its negotiations with the Welsh 
Government. 

We need to do all possible to infiuence Welsh 
Ministers. After all, 80 per cent of Welsh Council 
funding comes from the Assembly Government and 
our levels of council tax are dependent on it.

A BARRY council¬ 
lor has called for the 
role of the mayor to 
be scrapped in the 
Vale - to cut costs. 

Independent Vale 
councillor Richard Berlin 
spoke out after hearing 
the authority is aiming to 
save millions of pounds 
next year. 

“If we’re in a situation 
where jobs are at risk, we 
have to look at losing 
luxuries before we lose 
jobs and services. Not 
only do I support the pro¬ 
posal, but the independ¬ 
ent group’s suggestion is 


that we invite an investi¬ 
gation into losing the role 
and cost of the mayor 
completely. 

“I have a great deal of 
respect for anyone who 
has held that office, but 
the total costs of the may¬ 
oralty is in the region of 
thousands; but this is 
now a luxury that we can 
now ill-afford, and there¬ 
fore it should now be 
axed.” 

The Vale Mayor gets 
an annual allowance on 
top of other allowances 
of around £10,000 per 
year plus a PA, car and 
chauffeur. On top of this. 


an average of around 
£15,000 per year is then 
spent on food and drink 
by the mayor. Savings 
would be achieved by 
reducing the costs of cer¬ 
emonial events such as 
mayor-making and aban¬ 
doning town twinning 
arrangements.

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VALE OUTPERFORMS 
BRIDGEND WHEN 
IT COMES TO RIDING 
OUT THE RECESSION 


THE stereotype of 
a prosperous Vale 
of Glamorgan and 
a more cash- 
strapped Bridgend 
county borough has 
been reinforced by 
figures released by 
the GMB union. 

The figures show that 
while residents in the 
Vale have seen their 
wages rise broadly in 
line with inflation over 
the last five years, 
Bridgend workers have 
actually fallen! 

In real terms, allow¬ 
ing for inflation, it

means that Vale workers 
are 1.6 per cent worse 
off than five years ago - 
while Bridgend county 
borough workers are 
20.1 per cent down. 

The GMB survey 
covers the period from 
April 2008 to November 
2013, and is the result of 
analysing official earn¬ 
ings data. 

The figures show that 
in April 2008, average 
earnings in the Vale 
were £23,878, while in 
Bridgend the figure was 
slightly lower, at 


£22,714. 

However, by 

November 2013, that 
gap has become much 
bigger. Vale workers 
now earn an average 
annual salary of £27,736 
(up by 16.2 per cent) 
while in Bridgend coun¬ 
ty borough, workers’ 
take home pay has fallen 
to £22,193 (a fall of 2.3 
per cent). 

Although Vale work¬ 
ers have seen wages rise 
by 16.2 per cent, the 
GMB says that, once 
adjusted for inflation.

Sarah said: “My Engagement 
Roadshow, which has visited com¬ 
munities across Wales, has allowed 
older people to share information 
with me about their experiences, 
the things that matter most to them 
and the things that worry them 
most about growing older in Wales. 

“One of the key concerns older 
people in Bridgend and the Vale 
have shared with me is the cuts to 
local bus routes, which leave peo¬ 
ple lonely and isolated. The closure 
of public toilets, a vital community 
resource, is also something that 
many older people in the area have 
told me they are worried about. 

“It is important, even in these 
difficult financial times, not to lose 
sight of the vital role services such 
as these services can play in help¬ 
ing people to get out and about, 
stay engaged with their local com¬ 
munities, and maintain their inde¬ 
pendence.”

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CARDIFF AIRPORT’S ‘GOOD NEWS’ 
AS LOST ROUTES ARE REPLACED 


CARDIFF 
AIRPORT was 
rarely out of the 
news in the run-up 
to Christmas, as 
bad news about los¬ 
ing the budget air¬ 
line Flybe was fol¬ 
lowed by better 
news - with the 
arrival of new 
routes, writes 

PHILIP IRWIN. 

On top of that, the 
Welsh Conservative 
Leader Andrew RT 
Davies, was scathing 
about news that the 
Welsh Government had 
funded a £10 million 
loan. 

The good news came 
when the airport 
announced that CityJet, 
part of the Air France air¬ 
line group, will operate 
Glasgow and Paris (Orly) 
routes from January 20 - 


the same routes dropped 
by Flybe. An airport 
spokeswoman described 
this as a “seamless transi¬ 
tion for these vital servic¬ 
es from the Welsh capi¬ 
tal”. 

CityJet’s initial sched¬ 
ule will offer a twice 
daily weekday service to 
Glasgow with daily 
weekend flights. Paris 
will be served by a daily 
flight Monday to Friday, 
and on Sundays. 

From the start of the 
summer schedule on 
March 30, flights to 
Edinburgh and Jersey 
will be added. Edinburgh 
will be served three times 
a day, Monday to Friday 
with one flight on 
Saturdays and two on 
Sundays. 

Jersey will be served 
with five weekly return 
flights. The summer 
schedule will also see a 
third daily flight added to 
the Glasgow route on 


Thursdays and Fridays 
while Paris (Orly) will 
then be served every day 
of the week. 

By the middle of sum¬ 
mer, CityJet will be oper¬ 
ating more than 80 
flights a week in and out 
of Cardiff Airport. 

Christine Ourmieres, 
CityJet’s chief executive, 
said: “We are confident 
that our network and 
schedule to these four 
new destinations will be 
a success - both for the 
Welsh community and 
for CityJet.” 

Cardiff Airport’s chief 
executive, Jon Horne, 
said: “This is fantastic 
news and I’m delighted 
CityJet has responded so 
quickly to pick up these 
vitally important routes 
from Cardiff Airport. 

“It is always good to 
welcome a new airline to 
Cardiff; in CityJet’s case 
it’s really great, given the 
scale of the commitment 
they have made to the 
airport and to Wales.” 

Commenting on the 
announcement, Cardiff 
Airport’s chairman. Lord 
Rowe-Beddoe, said: 
“This is excellent news. I 
am proud that the man¬ 
agement team has suc¬ 
ceeded in securing a new 
airline to fill the breach 
left by Flybe. 

“The speed with 
which this has been 
achieved is testament to 
management’s commit¬ 
ment to ensuring the air¬ 
port’s success.” 


However, the Leader 
of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Andrew 
RT Davies, was still con¬ 
cerned. 

Commenting on the 
confirmation of a £10 
million Welsh 

Government loan for the 
ai^ort - following its 
initial “nationalisation” 
for £52 million earlier 
this year, the regional 
AM said: “The recent 
purchase by the Scottish 
Government of 

Prestwick Airport for one 
pound, puts the Welsh 
Government’s £52 mil¬ 
lion acquisition of 
Cardiff Airport in sharp 
focus. 

“In the interim, there 
is little to suggest any 
marked improvement in 
performance, and noth¬ 
ing to justify Labour’s 
claims that the airport is 
now worth more than 
when they bought it. 

“Frontline services 
continue to suffer and yet 
another £10 million in 
loans has somehow been 
found by Labour minis¬ 
ters already imposing 
record-breaking NHS 
budget cuts. You couldn’t 
make it up. 

“We all want to see the 
airport succeed and part 
of that process will 
involve improving the 
experience for passen¬ 
gers using the site. 

“However, what con¬ 
cerns me most as a Vale 
resident is the fact that 
the Labour Welsh

Government can rustle 
up £10 million to pay for 
this, whilst the NHS and 
rural bus services are 
being cut back altogeth¬ 
er.” 

There was, however, 
further good news for the 
airport when Europe’s 
largest airline group 
announced it was launch¬ 
ing a low-cost route to 
Dusseldorf, starting in 
spring 2014, while the 
luxury Caribbean tour 
operator. Sandals, is 
introducing its first 
Barbados flight from 
Wales. 

Germanwings, owned 
by the Lufthansa Group, 


will start weekly 
Dusseldorf flights on 
April 5. An aiport 
spokeswoman said: “The 
route is an important 
strand of the strategy to 
bring more tourists to 
Wales, and the airport 
team has worked closely 
with Visit Wales, the 
Welsh Government 
tourism body, to secure 
it”. 

The two-week Sandals 
flight to Barbados 
departs in March. In 
addition, P&O Cruises’ 
new chartered flights to 
Barbados from Cardiff 
Airport in January and 
February 2014 sold out 


in just a matter of weeks 
after being launched ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Vueling’s winter pro¬ 
gramme has been 
expanded from Cardiff, 
with additional flights to 
Malaga and Alicante, 
operating all year round, 
and Flybe’s have added 
ski flights to Chambery, 
Lyon, Grenoble and 
Geneva. 

Cardiff Airport chief 
executive, Jon Horne, 
said the developments 
are encouraging: 

“The ongoing success 
we have in attracting new 
services means the hard 
work of the team here is 


paying off. It is also 
encouraging that airlines 
and tour operators are 
making these commit¬ 
ments to Cardiff Airport 
and Wales, and this gives 
us confidence that we are 
on track to achieve our 
longer-term goals.” 

Then, on Monday, 
January 6, Air Malta 
announced that it was 
adding an extra four 
departures as a prelude to 
its summer 2014 charter 
season. The direct flights 
from Cardiff Airport to 
Malta are programmed to 
depart every Tuesday 
through to October 21.

DAFYDD’S 
ENDURANCE 
TESTS RAISE 
£1,000 FOR 
CHARITY

A DETERMINED 
Cancer Research 
Wales supporter 
from Bridgend, 
completed seven 
gruelling athletic 
challenges over the 
course of 2013, to 
raise £1,000 for the 
charity. 

Dafydd Owen (43) 
ran, swam, cycled and 
struggled almost 160km 
in a series of extreme 
races last year and the 
father of four said: 
“Before this, the fur¬ 
thest Td ever run was 
the Cardiff Half 
Marathon, and 1 only 
managed that once - 
but Tm never one to 
back away from a chal¬ 
lenge! 

“Cancer has affected 
many of my family and 
friends, so 1 wanted to 
do something huge to 
raise as much money as 
possible for such a wor¬ 
thy cause. ” 

On March 17, 

Dafydd took on the 
Rock Solid Race at 
Escot Park in Exeter. 
Within the 10km race 
format were 37 obsta¬ 
cles, from water and 
mud to eight foot walls 
and even fire. 

Dafydd commented: 
“There was more mud 
than 1 ever want to see 
again. It was testing, 
but 1 passed!” 

That challenge paled 
in comparison to the 
Fisherman’s Friend 
Strongman Run on May 
4, which saw Dafydd 
travel to Nurburgring, 
Cologne. Described as 
‘the mother of all obsta¬ 
cle courses’, the 22.5km 
route features ice pools, 
mud tunnels and elec¬ 
tric fences. 

Having completed the 
Strongman Run in three 
hours and 41 minutes, 
Dafydd commented: “1 
heard swear words from 
each of the 53 European 
nations represented; it 
was quite an educa¬ 
tion. ” 

Dafydd undertook his 
first triathlon on May 
19. The Llanelli Sprint 
Triathlon involves a 
750m swim, 30km bike 
ride and 5km run, which 
Dafydd completed in 
just under two hours. 

Dafydd said: “I’d 
never done a triathlon 
before; 1 don’t even own 
a road bike! 

“It seemed to go on 
forever, but as 1 
approached the finish 
line, 1 saw my wife and 
youngest kids, and my 
eight-year-old ran 
alongside me for the 
last 10 metres, which 
really spurred me on. ” 

Then, on July 29, 


Dafydd travelled to 
London for the world’s 
biggest triathlon. In 
three hours and 22 min¬ 
utes, he completed a 
1.5km swim in the Royal 
Victoria Dock, a 40km 
cycle along the north 
bank of the Thames and 
a 10km run. 

Dafydd commented: 

“1 was so tired by the 
end that I’m not sure 
what happened - but 1 
definitely finished, 1 
have the photo to prove 
it. ” 

His next race was the 
infamous Tough Mudder 
on September 21. Held 
at Glanusk estate near 
Crickhowell in mid 
Wales, the relentless 
19km course features 14 
obstacles involving 
mud, 10ft walls, icy 
water and barbed wire. 

Dafydd reported: 
“Some of the obstacles 
were really nasty. The 
Electric Eel dished out 
some strong shocks and 
the Mud Mile did what 
it said on the tin, but the 
worst for me was the 
Cage Crawl: a 60ft 
ditch filled with water, 
with mesh just a few 
inches above the sur¬ 
face. ” 

Having only just 
recovered from this 
challenge, on September 
29, Dafydd took on the 
Men’s Health Survival 
of the Fittest race, a 
10km urban assault 
course running right 
through Cardiff. 

He said: “Survival of 
the Fittest was my first 
obstacle race back in 
2010, and has a special 
place in my heart as a 
result. Compared to 
Tough Mudder or 
Strongman, it wasn’t a 
huge physical test - the 


obstacles are largely 
pedestrians and scaf¬ 
folding as you run 
through the city! ” 

Dafydd completed his 
final challenge on 
December 15, when he 
took part in the annual 
Christmas Pudding 
Race in Bridgend. 

The 10km multi-ter¬ 
rain run around 
Merthyr Mawr is the 
brainchild of former 
Olympic marathoner 
Steve Brace. 

After an amazing 
year of athletic chal¬ 
lenges and determined 
fundraising, Dafydd hit 
his £1,000fundraising 
target and is planning 
to run the Snowdonia 
Marathon for Cancer 
Research Wales this 
year. 

Cancer Research 
Wales fundraiser Mei 
Lewis said: “Sadly, as 
Dafydd has experi¬ 
enced, cancer ajfects so 
many people - not just 
the patient but their 
family and friends too. 

“Thanks to amazing 
supporters like Dafydd 
and the generosity of his 
sponsors, we can fund 
groundbreaking, poten¬ 
tially life-saving 
research and work to 
reduce the impact of 
this terrible disease on 
everyone in Wales. ”

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‘Pioneer of Welsh showmen* 

How Bavaria’s Studt family 
brought fun and entertainment 
to the people of south Wales 


M embers 

of the 
Studt fam¬ 
ily returned to 
Barry after a break 
of over 100 years - 
in 2010 a number 
of rides were 
opened by Vernon 
Studt on the fair¬ 
ground site. 

In the 1800s the 
Studts came from 
Bavaria and on arrival 
in south Wales became 
horse dealers and later 
moved from that into 
the showground busi¬ 
ness. 

Jacob Studt came to 
Barry and opened a 
small fairground on the 
old showground in 
Holton Road. 

It included a motor 
car scenic railway. A 
‘scenic railway’ was a 
ride with painted back¬ 
drops. 

Jacob was one of 
three brothers (John and 
Henry were the other 
two). 

Late in the 1880s, he 
opened one of the first 
fairgrounds on the sands 
at Barry Island, it com¬ 
prised two small round- 
a-bouts and a miniature 
railway. 

The Studts returned 
to the Island on more 
than four occasions 
from 1889, and were 


joined on the sands by 
John White, who 
brought his ‘swing 
boats’ from Cardiff, and 
who later took over the 
lease of the fairground 
on the Island, moving 
from there to Cosy 
Corner in the late 1920s 
on the takeover of his 
lease by Pat Collins. 

‘AMY EVANS’ 

Over the years both 
the Studt and White 
families were very gen¬ 
erous to local charities, 
on one occasion the 
Studts gave half of a 
weekend’s takings (not 
the profit) to aid the 
Amy Evans Hospital in 
Barry. 

In 1897 Jacob, who 
was at the Newport 
showground, gave the 
whole of the week’s 
takings from the fair - 
which included steam 
horses and switchback 
rides - to the Newport 
Hospital appeal fund, in 
exchange for the use of 
a piece of land owned 
by Lord Tredegar in 
Alexandra Road, which 
would be used by him 
as a showground. 

Jacob travelled all 
over the country with 
his shows and appeared 
at regular intervals at 
the Hereford May Fair, 
Gloucester Barton Fair, 
in Basingstoke, 
Salisbury, Poole, 
Bournemouth and at

Oxford St Giles Fair, 
where in 1908 he 
brought his switchback 
ride and gallopers. 

The Studts took their 
shows to places nearer 
to home with a great 
many in Glamorgan. 

One was held for a 
number of years at the 
Hayes in Cardiff and 
others were held in the 
surrounding areas - at 
the Easter Fair in 
Pontypridd, the Neath 
‘Bird in the Hand’ fair¬ 
ground, the Bear Inn 
Field at Cowbridge, the 
field opposite the old 
bus station at Talbot 
Green, and in 
Pontycymmer. 

Some of the family 
finally settled in 
Pontyclun. 

In 1889, Jacob, who 
was then based in 
Maesteg, came back to 
Barry with his Royal 
Bioscope show. 

It was an ‘electric 
picture show’ and com¬ 
plete with stage acts and 
hand coloured slides 
which were produced in 
France.

The show was a two- 
wagoned fronted show,

In 1889, he acquired 
one of the first engines 
made by Charles Burrell 
and Sons, Ltd., No 1451 
‘The Monarch’, which 
in 1901 was replaced by 
‘General Buller’, a 
Fowler traction engine 
capable of generating 
electricity. 

Four years later, he 
sold this engine to 
Marshall’s and replaced 
it with two brand new 
Fowler engines ‘Queen 
Alexandra’ and 
‘Emperor’ - later re¬ 
named ‘King Edward’. 

Jacob’s wife was the 
sister of John Johnson 
who ran the Prince of 
Wales Theatre in 
Penarth and who later 
came to Barry and 
opened the Princess 
Theatre in Cadoxton. 

When that theatre 
was destroyed by fire in 
the late 1880s, he 
opened the first theatre 
in Barry Dock 
(Johnson’s Victoria 
Theatre) in Holton 
Road. 

This was on ground 
which became known as 
the Victoria Field, and 
was on the site of what 
was to become the 
Victoria Hotel (now 
Tesco’s). 

White’s Cosy Corner 

Another link with 
Barry fairground fami¬ 
lies was Billy Reohom 
who was Jacob Studt’s 
cousin and worked for 
the Studt family running 
their half-penny rock 
stall. 

Another member of 
the Reohom family 
married Alice Maud 
White and had seven 
children, the last of 
whom (Jack) ran 
White’s Cosy Corner on 
the Island until a fire 
destroyed the fair, 
which had occupied the 
site since the 1920s. 

In 1915, Henry 
Studt’s ‘living vans’ 
were taken over by the 
war department for use 
as recmiting centres. 

Henry, who had a 
zoological ride contain¬ 
ing horses, ostriches 
and cockerels, sold it in 
the early 1930s to 
White Bros, who used it 
at Cosy Corner for a 
few years and later sold 
to Butlin’s. 

On later visits to 
Barry, Jacob Studt had 
transformed the two 
wagoned fronted show 
into an organ fronted 


one with a 110 Key 
Gavioli with the living 
wagons stationed at 
each end. 

The following year 
he replaced the 110 Key 
Gavioli with a 112 
Keyless Organ, which 
was surrounded by a 
mass of carved figures 
covered in gold leaf 
made by craftsmen from 
the Black Forest area of 
Germany. 

To further add to its 
attraction, he commis¬ 
sioned four very large 
columns surmounted 
with elaborate carved 
Corinthian capitals. 

BIOSCOPE 

Whenever his show 
was in opposition with 
other big shows, Jacob 
always came up with an 
added attraction; at one 
time he hired the choms 
line from a London the¬ 
atre to parade at the 
front of his show. 

When his Bioscope 
shows were superseded 
by the cinema, he pro¬ 
ceeded to open a num¬ 
ber of cinemas in south 
Wales. 

I believe that the first 
was next to the Windsor 
Arms in Pontyclun, 
which was later closed 
and replaced by one in 
Cowbridge Road, and 
the other two were at 
Llanharan and Pencoed. 

The management of 
the cinemas was 
entrusted to his grand¬ 
son Philip Phillips; he 
then stopped travelling 
and his son, John J. 
Studt took over a num¬ 
ber of the family’s 
pitches and used the 
organ for his rides. 

The Studt family 
were one of the founder 
members of the South 
Wales Stallholders and 
Showman’s Protection 
Association, which 
fought for fair rents and 
terms for pitches across 
south Wales and for a 
number of years 
Margaret Deakin Studt 
was its secretary. 


The Mandela 
biopic is 
moving and 
powerful 


THE life of Nelson 
Mandela is one 
that encompassed 
so many facets, 
from aspiring 
lawyer to a free¬ 
dom fighter, a pris¬ 
oner who became a 
national, and even 
global, icon. 

While films like 
Invictus and Goodbye 
Bafana have told sec¬ 
tions of the great man’s 
life, no film has ever 
tried telling the whole 
story, something that 
hits cinema screens in 
Mandela: Long Walk To 
Freedom. 

Played by Idris Elba, 
the film details 
Mandela’s journey, a 
life that saw much 
drama, conflict, and 
change both in the life 
of Mandela and South 
Africa... 

The sad passing of 
Nelson Mandela late 
last year grants 
Mandela: Long Walk To 
Freedom a sombre note, 
the film looking back 
over a life that encom¬ 
passed many facets. 

Certainly, the film 
does the subject matter 
proud, presenting a 
rounded portrait of a 
man whose years on this 
earth were surrounded 
by controversy and then 
adoration, a symbol and 
figurehead for change. 

Using the titular 
biography for inspira¬ 
tion, the film stays close 
to reality, and while 
emphasising Mandela’s 
achievements, also pres¬ 
ents the evidence that 
for all the good he did, 
there were also elements 
of his life that were per¬ 
haps not so praisewor¬ 
thy. 

While it would be 
counter-productive to 
have played these ele¬ 
ments up in the face of 
the overwhelming good 
he did, it would have 
certainly made for an 
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even more intriguing 
film if things such as 
the ANC’s use of terror¬ 
ism (and Mandela’s 
advocation of it), had 
been tackled with a little 
more ferocity by the 
filmmakers, rather than 
passed off so simply 
here as a louder 
response to the govern¬ 
ment; the question of 
whether the ends justify 
the means so pertinent, 
but passed over. 

The early parts of 
Mandela’s life give the 
film a slow start but as 
tensions rise in South 
Africa, and he becomes 
more involved in trying 
to make a change, the 
film slowly starts taking 
shape, always flickering 
but never really truly 
igniting. 

There are moments 
that thrill (the black 
population taking over a 
European-only train 
platform) and chill (the 
constant threat of vio¬ 
lence and persecution, 
never more sadly 
realised than the 
Sharpeville massacre) 
but while it impresses 
and informs, you just 
want that one moment 
to really jump up and 
grab you - but it never 
seems to come. 

The real joy of the 
film comes in the per¬ 
formances, with Idris 
Elba very good in the 


lead role. An imposing 
presence on screen, 

Elba goes through the 
stages of Mandela’s life 
and captures the charac¬ 
teristic nuances and 
speech patterns without 
ever resorting to imper¬ 
sonation. 

As Mandela grows 
older, so Elba’s turn 
grows, the mature wis¬ 
dom of the man com¬ 
fortably essayed by the 
actor, and even if by the 
end he resembles a mus¬ 
cular Desmond Tutu, it 
takes nothing away 
from an impressive turn. 

As Winnie Mandela, 
Naomie Harris is equal¬ 
ly as good, the actress 
showing expertly how 
events conspired to turn 
her from a timid house¬ 
wife into a ferocious 
political animal, her 
actions given credence 
and weight by the trou¬ 
bles she had to endure, 
both through the actions 
of the government and 
also by the sacrifices 
needed to be made due 
to her husband’s 
actions. 

Even at 146 minutes, 
the story does move a 
little too quickly, skim¬ 
ming over events that 
deserve a film in their 
own right, but given the 
subject matter it can’t 
be helped; as a piece of 
work on the life of a 
true icon, however, 
Mandela: Long Walk To 
Freedom is a powerful 
film - it just lacks that 
one real moment of 
impact to truly hit 
home. 

VERDICT - A pair of 
excellent lead turns by 
Idris Elba and Naomie 
Harris make it a power¬ 
ful piece of work, cap¬ 
turing the life of an 
iconic man. The story 
does move a little too 
swiftly but it is an 
impressive and moving 
film. Recommended.

January - a devastating 
month through the ages 


THE month of January 
{lanuarius in Latin, lonawr in 
Welsh) is named after the god 
Janus, of Roman mythology, 
and means door - as the 
month is the doorway to the 
New Year. 

Its birthstone is the garnet, and its 
flowers Dianthus caryophyllus or 
galanthus. The Anglo-Saxons called 
this winter month wulf-monath, mean¬ 
ing wolf month, or wintarmanoth 
(winter/cold month). 

The observation of New Year on 
January 1 dates back to 153 BC, dur¬ 
ing the rule of the Romans. Before 
this celebrated date was set, March 25 
was considered to be the beginning of 
the new year; but it was not until 1752 
that Britain adopted January 1 for 
New Year’s Day because it was calcu¬ 
lated as the first month on the 
Gregorian calendar, named after Pope 
Gregory. 

This date was considered to be 
lucky because the full moon on that 
night would bring hope for the year 
ahead. 

January 2, through an Old Saxon 
belief, was one of the unluckiest days 
of the year; although no real proof 
stating why seems to have survived. 

If a baby was bom on this day, death 
was said to be unpleasant. 

January 6 marks the end of the 
Christmas festival. It is appropriately 
named Twelfth Night because it 
brings a close to the 12 days of the 
festive period. It is the date of the 
Epiphany on the Christian calendar, a 
night when the Three Wise Men (or 
Kings) visited baby Jesus in 
Bethlehem. 

Not to be confused with 
Shakespeare’s comedy play of the 
same name (a piece that I studied for 
both O level and London Academy of 
Music and Dramatic Art) Twelfth 
Night has been celebrated over the 
course of time by many different tra¬ 
ditions. But in most cultures it was a 
joyous occasion overflowing with 
food, drink, and merrymaking. 

Superstition stated that all yuletide 
trees and colourful decorations must 
be dismantled and put away before 
January 6, as it was deemed to be 
unlucky. Failure to obey the custom 
would bring misfortune and disaster 
into the lives of the defiant. 

The 13th is the feast day of St 
Hilary, a Catholic bishop bom on this 
date in 368 AD. It is said to be the 
coldest day of the year, as wintry 
events of frost, ice and snow from our 
past have been recorded to begin on 
this day. 

The earliest recognition of such 
events on January 13 date back to 
1205, when the River Thames froze 
over, and ale and wine turned to solid 
ice due to the sub-zero temperatures. 

An extract from Stowe’s Chronicle 
states: ‘So began a frost which contin¬ 


ued ‘til 2nd and 12th day of March, so 
that the ground could not be tilled.’ 

In the month of January, between 
1550 and 1750, Frost Fairs were held. 
The occasion had tents, sideshows, 
food stalls and ice bowling. These 
festivals took place upon frozen 
rivers, lakes and ponds and lasted for 
the duration of four days. 

January 20 is superficially St 
Agnes’ Eve when unmarried maidens 
and girls would perform rituals before 
going to bed. They would wish for 
dreams about future husbands by 
reciting The Lord’s Prayer, fasting all 
day and finally retiring to bed by 
walking up the staircase backwards. 

‘The Eve of St Agnes’ is an 1820 
poem by John Keats: 

'Ah, bitter chill it was! The owl, 
for all his feathers, was a-cold; 

The hare limp’d trembling through 
the frozen grass. 

And silent was the flock in woolly 
fold: 

Numb were the Beadsman’s fingers, 
while he told. 

His rosary, and while his frosted 
breath. 

Like pious incense from a censer 
old. 

Seem’d taking flight for heaven, 
without a death. 

Past the sweet Virgin’s picture, 
while his prayer he saith. ’ 

This usually coincided with the 
first new moon of the year. An 
unwashed silk handkerchief was held 
up and used to stare at the moon. It 
was believed that the number of 
moons that could be seen through the 
handkerchief revealed the number of 
years until the maiden would be mar¬ 
ried. 

On viewing the moon in this way, a 
chant was recited: All hail to thee 
moon, all hail to thee. I prythee, good 
moon, reveal to me this night who my 
husband shall be. ’ 

Historical events which happened 
throughout January include: 

January 2,1770, an enormous 
Christmas pie was baked: it consisted 
of two bushels (measures) of flour, 
201bs butter, four geese, two turkeys, 
two rabbits, two woodocks, six snipe, 
four partridges, two neat’s tongues, 
two curlews, two blackbirds and six 
pigeons. Weighing 12 stone, it would 
be large enough to feed the people for 
weeks! 

January 17,1912, Robert Scott 
and his party reached the South Pole, 
and on the 29th in 1856 the Victoria 
Cross originated. The medals were 
actually made from the metal of guns 
captured during the Crimean War. 

With its unusual traditions and 
superstitions coming to light from 
ancient times, it seems that January 
had a devastating effect upon folk 
from all walks of life.

It is likely that the car part was 
dumped late on Sunday, or during 
the morning of Monday, January 
6 .

(SCPs) and volunteers 
involved with the child pedes¬ 
trian training scheme 
Kerbcraft in Vale Primary 
Schools, were honoured 
recently with Vale Council 
Road Safety awards at a pres¬ 
entation. 

Rob Thomas, Vale director of 
development services, said: “The suc¬ 
cess of any scheme relies upon the 
dedication and commitment of the 
individuals involved, be it on a volun¬ 
tary basis or in a paid role. To remain 
enthusiastic and continue to smile 
while standing in the pouring rain 
takes a very dedicated individual.” 

He paid tribute to over 200 
Kerbcraft volunteers who have freely 
given up their time since 2002 to step 
up to the challenge of helping prepare 
young road users to be safe pedestri¬ 
ans. Those first five and six year-old 
pupils who were trained 11 years ago 
may soon be leaving school and apply¬ 
ing for their driving licenses! 

Since Kerbcraft started in Wales, 
child pedestrian training had involved 
nearly 5,000 children in the Vale of 
Glamorgan alone. Several awards 
were presented to volunteers from 
School Crossing Patrols and 
Kerbcraft, whose efforts were particu¬ 
larly appreciated over the past twelve 
months. 

Rob Thomas said: “Our heartfelt 
thanks goes to everyone who has taken 
part in Kerbcraft training this year and 
we hope that, with sustained funding, 
it will continue for many years to 
come”. 

Everyone took part in a light-heart¬ 
ed quiz to test their knowledge of 1953 
(the year that the School Crossing 
Patrol Act was passed by Parliament), 
followed by the serving of light 
refreshments.

Elaine Storey supports pupils to 
cross the road from a variety of 
schools in Penarth on Redlands Road. 
With over 13 years of service to her 
name, she has always been creative 
and innovative with ideas to support 
her role, visiting schools and reward¬ 
ing positive behaviour for those who 
cross with her. Sadly she will be leav¬ 
ing her post after Christmas and will 
be missed by everyone! 

A special award was presented to 
Karin Williams who, while patrolling 
outside Rhws Primary School on June 
20, was involved in a ‘freak’ incident 


when a car flipped over and mounted 
the kerb where she and a group of 
children and parents were standing. 

Protecting the children, Karin took 
the full force of the impact and sus¬ 
tained very serious injuries. 

Onlookers said that several children 
could have died or would have had far 
worse injuries if it had not been for 
Karin’s courageous and brave reac¬ 
tions. 

Nominated and deservedly winning 
a ‘Pride of Britain’ Award, Karin is 
making a remarkable recovery and 
was there to receive her SCP Special 
Award from Coun Lis Burnett, Vale of 
Glamorgan Council cabinet member 
for regeneration, innovation, planning 
and transportation.

Fort Road led back to 
Cosmeston Country Park 
and more thick squelch¬ 
ing mud at Cogan Wood, 
before their return to the 
medieval village to learn 
some of the history of the 
14th century, which 
made a very pleasant 
way to round off the 
walk. 

Thirteen keen walkers 
braved the elements on 
the second day of 2014, 
setting off in high spirits 
with William to enjoy a 
circular walk including 
lunch at the Blue Anchor 
in East Aberthaw, which 


is fast becoming an annu¬ 
al treat! Joining the 
Wales Coast Path and 
crossing part of the peb¬ 
ble beach to avoid a 
flooded area, a sudden 
shower led to one of the 
party taking a tumble, but 
after first aid they were 
able to continue.. 

Climbing to the 
Bulwarks and passing 
through Porthkerry 
Caravan Park, then the 
Rhoose Point quarries, 
thick wet mud was the 
order of the day as well 
as deep puddles on the 
path which made the 
going difficult in places. 

From Fontygary, cliff 


steps led them down to 
Pleasant Harbour and 
past the old ruined lime 
works, originally marshy 
ground where the river 
Thaw ran towards the sea 
before it was re-routed 
when Aberthaw Power 
Station was built. 

Then it was from Well 
Road up to the Blue 
Anchor, where boots and 
muddy outer clothing 
were hastily removed, 
before a well-deserved 
and pleasant luncheon in 
the warmth of the pub. 

Their return in bright 
sunshine was made via 
Port Road then Nurston 
and through Rhoose vil¬ 


lage walking around the 
airport bend to drop 
downhill past the Old 
Rectory and the tall 
viaduct.

“You should never pass any bank¬ 
ing information to anyone over the 
telephone - especially if you have 
received an unexpected call.

“I advise people not to comply 
with contact from unexpected 
callers without first verifying the 
legitimacy of the call.”

REMEMBERING LADY 
JOAN LLEWELLYN OBE: 

Wartime Cabinet Cipher Officer 


A WAAF offi¬ 
cer wbo 
established 
and organised the 
cipher office at the 
heart of 
Churchill’s 
wartime policy 
making, and who 
was born in 
Llantwit Major, 
died on November 
26, aged 96. 

Bom in 1916, Joan 
Williams was educated 
at Malvern, becoming 
head girl in 1933. 

She joined the 
Auxiliary Territorial 
Service (ATS) as an 
officer in 1939, but was 
then transferred to the 
WAAF, being posted to 
fighter command at 
Bentley Priory, 
Stanmore, during the 
Battle of Britain. 

Eventually, she was 
sent to the Air Ministry 
in London, and asked to 


recmit other WAAFS 
for the Cabinet Office 
Cipher Officer (COCO). 

As a Squadron 
Leader, ‘Jo’ Williams - 
as she then was - ran 
the office from 1942- 
1946, and was a vital 
cog in this war-making 
organisation, dealing 
with the passage of top 
secret signals between 
the venues of wartime 
conferences at Cairo, 
Washington, Tehran and 
elsewhere, and London. 

At these conferences, 
the US ‘Germany First’ 
policy; the North 
African and south of 
France landing; the first 
date for the Normandy 
invasion, and relations 
with the Soviet Union 
were thrashed out. 

Churchill’s PPS later 
said: “The Prime 
Minister has never had 
better service in the 
handling of his signals.” 

She was awarded a 
mention in despatches 


and awarded an OBE, 
marrying a 

Conservative candidate 
for Cardiff North in the 
1950 election, David 
Llewellyn. 

He retired from 


Parliament in 1959 and 
the Llewellyns then 
moved to Berkshire, 
where she was still driv¬ 
ing and attending fitness 
classes until two weeks 
before her death at 96. 


I think she deserves a 
blue plaque in the Vale 
of Glamorgan, at 
Llantwit Major.

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History’s warning to Welsh rugby... 

‘HOUSE DIVIDED AGAINST 
ITSELF CANNOT STAND’

S HORTLY before his country was 
torn apart by a devastating Civil 
War that set brother against 
brother, future US President 
Abraham Lincoln took a lesson from 
scripture to famously warn - “A house 
divided against itself cannot stand” - a 
cautionary message the warring par¬ 
ties in Welsh rugby would also do well 
to heed. 

For months, the widening dispute at the 
top of the national game between the four 
professional regions and the governing 
body, the WRU, has been followed with dis¬ 
may and incredulity by the bemused rank 
and file who, after all, form the bulk of 
Welsh rugby. 

The escalating war of words has grown 
ever more hostile - with threats, counter¬ 
threats and ultimatums seemingly heading 
inexorably to a complete schism that, we 
are told, could only be finally resolved in a 
court of law. Heaven forbid it should come 
to that! 

In essence, the points at issue can be nar¬ 
rowed down to the declared intention of the 
four financially-troubled Welsh regions, 
which are partly funded by the WRU, to 
break away from Europe’s officially-recog¬ 
nised Heineken Cup competition, which is 
broadcast by Sky TV. 

Instead, they want to join a rival, unau¬ 
thorised Rugby Champions Cup, initiated 
by the English Premiership clubs and their 
French equivalents, and underwritten by 


broadcasters BT Sport - which they claim 
would “bring in £I2million per year in 
three years to the Welsh game”. 

“Wc need to play in a meaningful, finan- 
cially-viable competition”, they’ve insisted. 

In the ensuing confusion, during which 
there has been an alarming Welsh player 
drain, they declined to renew their partici¬ 
pation agreement with the Welsh Rugby 
Union, saying the Heineken Cup deal was 
“inferior”. 

Moreover, they declared they would not 
sign up when it was not clear what tourna¬ 
ments would be in place next year. 

The four regions had also intimated that 
if there was no WRU approval by January 
31 for them to join the Rugby Champions 
Cup, while continuing to play in the Pro 12 
(presumably with full Union funding) they 
could break away from WRU governance 
to join a new Anglo-Welsh league - or even 
seek to join an expanded Aviva Premiership 
(a move likely to be vehemently opposed by 
England’s second-tier clubs). 

The Welsh regions have accused the gov¬ 
erning body of “failing miserably to ensure 
equal revenues with England and France” 
and of “vitriolic and derogatory attacks” 
after the WRU sent a letter to all 132 
member clubs in Wales. 

This pointed out that the regions were 
already funded through distribution of 
£9million in tournament income; plus 
£6.6million annually, direct from the WRU: 


“That rose from £3.6million before 2009 
when the participation agreement was 
signed, to reach £7million by September 
2014, and £7.6million by the full term of the 
contract in 2019. 

“As well as that agreed funding, the WRU 
spends £600,000 a year funding and staffing 
the regional rugby academies... That 
amounts to a potential £16million distribu¬ 
tion for 2014,” it stated. 

“Wales is a small nation and we have to 
work within the reality of our situation, and 
allocate our limited funding accordingly. We 
cannot match French and English salary 
levels by the constant distribution of cash 
from within WRU resources... 

“That volume of cash does not exist in 
Welsh rugby”, the letter added. 

The statement spelt out the WRU’s firm 
contractual commitment to the European 
(Heineken) Cup and the Pro 12 league, 
which was “in the best interests of rugby”, 
and it “would not countenance leaving 
Scotland and Ireland isolated from meaning¬ 
ful tournaments”. 

That would inevitably lead to a “spirit of 
decline... and, consequently, demise of the 
Six Nations into a meaningless and unat¬ 
tractive sporting competition” - a view 
hotly denied by the four Welsh regions. 

Whatever the rights and wrongs of the 
complex arguments, also involving central 
contracts, it is nevertheless surprising that 
Welsh regions should see their financial sal¬ 


vation lies on the other side of Offa’s Dyke 
in alliance with English clubs, who in truth, 
can hardly be expected to have Welsh 
rugby’s best interests at heart! 

Yes, the financial problems they face are 
real enough - but the harsh truth is these 
are surely at least partly linked to their 
performance on the field of play, particu¬ 
larly in Europe - and also an abject failure 
to fulfil their wider role and responsibilities 
as Welsh REGIONS - rather than ‘town 
super clubs’ by another name - over a 
whole decade of professionalism. 

It is a very sad indictment of the current 
situation in Welsh rugby, which has never 
lacked for individual talent at all levels of 
the game, that the current regions seem 
unable to take up the undoubted challenge 
of seeking more pro-active (and inclusive) 
ways to develop their resources at home, 
rather than look elsewhere. 

The WRU belatedly announced this 
week that it would be offering the regions a 
revised participation agreement and as The 
GEM went to press, rugby followers were 
waiting, somewhat nervously, to see if at 
last a potentially fatal civil war had been 
averted. 

In his famous 1858 speech, referred to at 
the outset of this article, Abraham Lincoln 
said: “I do not expect the Union to be dis¬ 
solved. I do not expect the house to fall, but I 
do expect it will cease to be divided”.

Cowbridge RFC win 
in testing conditions 


WHILE progessing to 
round 4 in the SWALEC 
Bowl, Cowbridge badly 
needed a good perform¬ 
ance against fourth 
placed Llandaff last 
Saturday, not having 
won a league game since 
the end of September.

With 20 minutes left, quick 
ruck ball was spun out from 
increasingly influential scrum 
half Tom James to Morgan at 
No 10 who transferred to Luke 
Boys on the burst, confounding 
the Llandaff defence as he 
sprinted over under the posts. 
Alex Jones was back on to con¬ 
vert the try. 

Matt Logsden stayed on as 
Luke Boys returned to the pack 
and the outstanding Rhod 
Walker took a well-deserved 
rest. Connor Boys replaced the 
equally outstanding Luke 
Adams and continued in the 
same vein. 

With 15 minutes to go 
Llandaff continued to attack 
but were repelled time and time 
again by the Bridge defence. 
Centres Nick Davies and Tom 
Larkin kept on with the big 
hits, wing Huw Moorcraft, who 


had a fine game, made a couple 
of powerful runs out of defence 
and the back row continued to 
defend stoutly, often turning 
defence into attack, the game 
ending 16-0 to Cowbridge. 

Some may have had more 
mentions than others but this 
was truly a great team effort in 
difficult conditions. The pack 
gave their all for the full 80 
minutes and the backs attacked 
and defended with great zeal 
throughout. 

This win was badly needed 
and should augur well for the 
rest of the season - well done 
boys.
